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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments regarding claim 1 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that Rhoads does not teach or suggest generating 
a data entity associated with a particular transaction (Remarks, pages 3-5), the examiner disagrees. As discussed in the previous office 
action, Rhoads teaches generating a data payload encoded by a watermark, i.e. a data entity, which can include artist, title (0020). price 
(0079), and usage controls such as number of playbacks permitted or time frame (0087-0098 and 0100). These data, particularly usage 
controls, are associated with a particular transaction, i.e. they can be changed based on the transaction. For example, the number of 
playbacks permitted is decreased for each playback, i.e. transaction (0098). As another example, consumers may not wish to buy 
perpetual rights, but only rights for a specified time; the date field within the watermark would reflect this. i.e. would be associated with the 
particular transaction regarding term of rights for the particular customer (0100). Thus, Rhoads does teach generating a data entity 
associated with a particular transaction. 
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
